Situated at the estuary of the Colum- 
bia River, and only six miles across the 
point from the Pacific Ocean, Astoria is

This section of Pacific coastal waters 

according to the record, first was trav- 

ersed in 1775 by a Spanish sea captain, ; 
Bruno Heceta. The area was further 

explored in 1777 by John Ledyard, an g.. 
adventurous American, who sailed with

Captain James Cook on his third voyage 
around the world. 


The Columbia river itself, however, 
was not discovered until 1792, when 
Captain Robert Gray’s 212-ton sailing 
ship, the Columbia, crossed the bar and 
dropped anchor near the present site of 
the city of Astoria. 

In 1804 President Thomas Jefferson 
dispatched Meriwether Lewis and Will- 
iam Clark, with a band of hardy ex-

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plorers, to seek a Northwest passage to 
the Pacific. The expedition reached the 
lower Columbia area in November, 
1805, and established Fort Clatsop on | 
Young’s Bay, which forms Astoria’s 
present western boundary. 


The American fur trading effort was 
short-lived, for in 1812 the Astor part- 
ners, fearing that the British would take 
the fort by force, sold their interests to 
the Northwest Fur Company. The Brit- 
ish flag flew over the post, which was 
renamed Fort George, until 1845, when 
the United States and Britain came to 
an agreement on the division of the * 
Oregon country. 13 


Astoria’s greatest period of growth 
occurred in the late 1800’s with the ex- 
pansion of its salmon fishing, shipping 
and lumbering industries. In the 34 
years after its incorporation in 1856 the 
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town had grown

ity in 1922, when

square blocks of the central business 
district. Although down, the city decid- 
edly was not out, and modern Astoria 
stands as a tribute to the courageous 
men and women who started recon- 
struction almost while the coals were 
still alive beneath the ruins. 


A peacetime attraction at Astoria is 
the Salmon Derby and Regatta, which 
draws thousands of spectators and par- 
ticipants annually. 
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PLACES OF INTEREST | 


in and near Astoria 


ASTOR COLUMN... Built in 1926 by the Astor 
descendants and the Great Northern Rail- 
way, this column is 125 feet high and 
encloses a circular stairway of 166 steps. 
The important historical events in secur- 
ing American possession of the old 
Oregon Territory are pictured on its ex- 
terior. Located on Coxcomb hill—out 
Jerome Avenue from 14th street. 


GOLF COURSES... Three golf courses in this 
vicinity—at Astoria, Gearhart and Sea- 
side—are open to the public the year 
around at moderate green fees. 


SITE OF FORT GEORGE... Located in the center 
of Astoria between 15th and 16th on 
Duane and Exchange streets, with a plat 
on 15th and Exchange. 


US$0...Located at 16th and Duane streets. 
A good place to go when in need of 
relaxation, recreation or entertainment. 
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YMCA... Swimming pool, gymnasium, and 
facilities for reading, writing, or resting. 
Servicemen welcome. Location—256 
12th street. 


SEASIDE, |. Largest beach resort in the Pa- 
cific Northwest, located 18 miles south of 
Astoria on Highway 101. 


The “Trails End’’ marker 
at the “Turn-Around”’ 
on Broadway denotes 
the western-most point 
reached by the Lewis and 
Clark expedition. The 
visit of the explorers has 
been further memorialized 
by the preservation of 
their original Salt Cairn, 
on Q” Avenue and Beach 
Drive. It was here that sea 
water was evaporated to 
provide salt for the return trip. 


Among Seaside’s many attractions is the 
“Prom” which extends two miles along 
the white sloping sands of the beach, 
affording a delightful promenade.

WHEN YOU CALL 
LONG DISTANCE

Long distance calls are of two gen- 
eral classes—station-to-station calls and 
person-to-person calls. 


It's a STATION-TO-STATION all 
when you merely ask the operator to 
connect you with a telephone in an- 
other city. If you don’t know the num- 
ber, give the operator the name and 
address and tell her you will talk with 
anyone. Charges start as soon as the 
telephone is answered. 


It's a PERSON-TO-PERSON all if 
you ask the operator to connect you 
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with a specified person, or an extension 
telephone, room or department reached 
through someone’s private switchboard. 

Place station-to-station calls whenever 
you are reasonably sure the person you 
want to reach will be at or near the 
telephone when you call—it’s faster and 
cheaper. 


TO REACH THE LONG DISTANCE OPERATOR ... 
When using a non-dial telephone 
ask the operator for “Long Distance.” 
When using a dial telephone, dial 
“Operator”—then proceed as above. 


COLLECT CALLS ... Upon request, charges 


to most points can be billed to the 
called party, provided, of course, the 
called party is willing to accept them. 
The request to make a call collect 
should be made to the operator at the 
time you place your call. 
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REDUCED RATES... Lower rates to most 


points are in effect between 7 P.M. 
and 4:30 A.M. and all day Sunday. 


TO OBTAIN RATES ... Rates to represent- 


ative cities in the United States are 
listed in this book. If there are others 
you would like to know, consult the 
Astoria telephone directory, ask the 
Public Telephone attendant, or call 
“Long Distance.” The time prevail- 
ing at the calling point when con- 
nection is established governs the ap- 


plication of Day, Night and Sunday | 


rates. 


COIN TELEPHONES... When using a Coin 


Telephone, be sure you have enough 
change (nickels, dimes and quarters) 


to cover the cost of the call. This F 


saves time and trouble and speeds up 
the service. 
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... AND IF YOUR CALL IS 
DELAYED, Here’s Why 


Long distance lines are crowded with 
war calls—calls of the armed forces, of 
the factories, of the home front. More 
lines and equipment can’t be added be- 
cause the copper and other metals that 
it would take are going into planes, 
tanks and bullets. For instance, in a 
single minute of combat, a flight of 50 
fighter planes shoots away seven tons 
of copper. One machine gun in action 
four minutes uses up enough copper to 
build a mile and a half of telephone 
wire. 


That’s why your calls occasionally 
may be delayed. We're doing our best 
for you with what we have . . . and 
while our service admittedly is not up 
to peacetime standards, we take pride 
in knowing that it’s still the best in the 
world.
